DANCE HALL LICENCE. 


CANON KENT’S OBJECTION 

Before Mr. Patrick Whelan, at the Queens- 
town District Court, Mr. 'John Ronan, solici- 
tor, applied for a dance licence on behalf of 
John Piper, in respect to the premises known 
as The Rink, half-way between Rushbrooke 
and Queenstown. 

Mr. Ronan said that the premises were 
bought by Mr. Piper with the object of con- 
ducting public dances, and they were situated 
on a hill in a very healthy locality. Any re- 
gulations that the Justice might make would 
be carried out willingly, as it was Mr. Piper's 
only means of living in the winter. In the 
summer he had a circus which toured Kerry. 

Mr. H. F. Donegan, solicitor, Cork, ap- 
peared on behalf of the Very Rev. Canon 
Kent to oppose the application. Although 
the premises were removed from the facilities 
for obtaining drink, there were other con- 
siderations which seriously affected the case. 
The morality of the town was a serious con- 
sideration, and Canon Kent would state that 
he had a reason for believing that there were 
facilities in the vicinity which were not con- 
ducive to the improvement of the town’s 
morality if a dance hall were opened there. 

Canon Kent, giving evidence, said that his 
sole objection was that the dance hall was 
unfortunately situated near one of the most 
disreputable localities of the town, which had 
a very unsavoury reputation. The people 
who frequented these dances were usually 
young girls without chaperons, and it was un- 
fair to girls of 18 or 19 years to. have to go 
home from that place at 10 or 11 o'clock on 
a winter’s night in the proximity of that dis- 
reputable place. It was with the greatest 
regret that he — the case. He would 
do anything for Piper, whom he knew to 
be a most hard-working, honest, and deserv- 
ing man, but he would not he doing his duty 
if he did not oppose the application. He 
thought that the two dance Falls in the town 
were more than sufficient, and, in fact, he 
would oppose them if he got anything to go 
on, but he had not. 

The Justice refused the application.

O'Connell asked Burke who he was, and 
Burke said: “I am the O.C. for the Cork 
No. 1 Brigade I.R.A. If you do anything in 
the matter I will follow you to the ends of the 
earth and do you in.”

Mr. Ronan said that the premises were 
bought by Mr. Piper with the object of con- 
ducting public dances, and they were situated 
on a hill in a very healthy locality. Any re- 
gulations that the Justice might make would 
be carried out willingly, as it was Mr. Piper's 
only means of living in the winter. In the 
summer he had a circus which toured Kerry. 

Mr. H. F. Donegan, solicitor, Cork, ap- 
peared on behalf of the Very Rev. Canon 
Kent to oppose the application. Although 
the premises were removed from the facilities 
for obtaining drink, there were other con- 
siderations which seriously affected the case. 
The morality of the town was a serious con- 
sideration, and Canon Kent would state that 
he had a reason for believing that there were 
facilities in the vicinity which were not con- 
ducive to the improvement of the town’s 
morality if a dance hall were opened there. 

Canon Kent, giving evidence, said that his 
sole objection was that the dance hall was 
unfortunately situated near one of the most 
disreputable localities of the town, which had 
a very unsavoury reputation. The people 
who frequented these dances were usually 
young girls without chaperons, and it was un- 
fair to girls of 18 or 19 years to have to go 
home from that ‘place at 10 or 11 o’clock on 
a winter’s night in the proximity of that dis- 
reputable place. It was with the greatest 
regret that he a the case. He would 
do anything for ] Piper, whom he knew to 
be a most hard-working, hozest, and deserv- 
ing man, but he would not be doing his duty 
if he did not oppose the application. He 
thought that the two dance kalls in the town 
were more than sufficient, and, in fact, he 
would oppose them if he got anything to go 
on, but he had not. 

The Justice refused the application.

Burke asked them what they were doing, 
and O'Connell produced the warrant and read 
it for Burke. urke said that Mr. O’Connor 
was doing his best to pay off those debts, and 
stated that if they went to extremes, “‘I will 
defend this house, and it is the last warrant 
you will ever execute.” 

O’Connell asked Burke who he was, and 
Burke said: “I am the O.C. for the Cork 
No. 1 Brigade 1.R.A. If you do anything in 
the matter 1 will follow you to the ends of the 
earth and do you in.” 

Superintendent Pender asked that 
maximum punishment should be imposed, 
it was an offence of a kind that could not be 
permitted to go on in the ecountry—terrorising 
servants of the State in the execution of their 
duty.

THE BRITISH RAILWAY POSITION, 


From OUR Financtat CoRRESPONDENT. 
59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, Sunday Night. 


The past week was certainly an interesting 
one on the Stock Exchange. Of most appeal 
to the speculative element was the strength 
and activity of Tin shares, due mainly to the 
rise in the metal to a new high record for 
Several years past and to the various pro- 
posals for splitting shares. There were also 
the somewhat feverish dealings in British 
Controlled Oil shares before and after the 
directors’ statement, which raises the curtain 
on a picture quite as black as the pessimists 
had painted it. Another important event 
was the declaration of the Buenos Ayres 
Great Southern and Buenos Ayres Western 
dividends at a rate of 1 per cent. higher than 
before. In this case the expectations of 
the optimists proved to be quite justified. 
The repetition of the previous 6 p.c. on 
Central Argentine was in accordance with 
market views, and now it is hoped that the 
Buenos Ayres Pacific will be able to declare 
something additional to the previous 7 p.c. 
on the Ord. Stock. There was also a satis- 
factory batch of Uruguayan Railway divi- 
dends, with increases in two cases out of the 
four. While tin shares largely monopolised 
interest in mines, there was a considerable 
improvement in various South African de- 
scriptions, the result mainly of favourable 
developments on certain parts of the Rand. 
It is to be noted, too, that various shares 
which are favourites with Paris—notably, De 
Beers, Central Mining, and Rio Tintos—were 
also conspicuously firm, and altogether the 


week was a very satisfactory one for operators 
for the rise. 


A TRUST COMPANY. 


Active — are taikng place in the 
Shares of the Anglo-Eastern Finance Cor- 
poration, and, as more is likely to be heard 
of this concern in the future, some particulars 
may be useful. The capital is £250,000 in

THE HOME RAVLWAY POSITION. 


Current prices of Home Rails are. not. at 
the lowest of the year, but they are not much 
above that level, owing mainly to the con- 
tinuance of the coal stoppage and its dis- 
astrous effect wpon gross receipts. For the 
moment the market has no friends. A ray of 
hope, however, is provided by an analysis of 
the position which has been made by a well- 
known firm of stock brokers, the examination 
having special reference to the effect upon 
the companies’ revenues of the standard 
charges when these come into force. This 
analysis contains figures of the standard gross 
revenue and standard net revenue, which 
have beer arrived at by the Railway Rates 
Tribunal, and the opimion is expressed that 
the sunymer of next year at the earliest or the 
beginning of 1928 at the latest will witness 
the ifauguration of the new regime. The 
figures are as follows, and for comparison they

THE SCALE OF CHARGES. 

It will be seen that only the Southern Rail- 
way attained the standard net revenue last 
year, and in that case there was a surplus of 
£84,439. ‘On the L.N.E.R, the deficiency 
amounted to £4,473,535, on the L.M.S. to 
£1,989,122, and on the Great Western to 
£1,024,713. The task of the Railway Rates 
Tribunal in arriving at the above figures was 
probably a difficult one, but it may be sug- 
gested that it will be still more difficult to de- 
termine the rates to be charged which will 
produce the above net: revenue. According 
to the General Manager of the L.N.E.R., the 
chief expert witness before the Tribunal, no 
manipulation of standard charges would yield 
the standard revenues in the case of all four 
groups. He suggested a scale of charges 
which would produce £192,548,300 of gross 
revenue. against the standard of £195,6352,983. 
a deficiency of £3,084,683. Of course the com- 
panies have the power to raise charges, but 
in doing so they would be up against the 
competition of road transport, which un- 
doubtedly would be stimulated by higher raii- 
way rates, 


QUESTION OF SAVINGS. 


It would seem from this that the only hope 
the stockholders have of receiving a 1eason- 
able return upon their capital is the possi- 
bility of effecting a substantial saving in 
working expenses. In this connection it may 
prove that the full advantages of amalgama- 
tion have yet to be experienced. Owing to 
the late strike it is thought that a permanent 
reduction of staff to the extent of 4 per cent. 
can be effected, which would mean a saving 
to the L.N.E.R. of £1,200,000; to the L.M.S. 
of £1,560,000, to the G.W.R. of £680,000, 
and to the Southern of £430,000. This would 
account for about three-quarters of the gap 
between the standard net revenues and the 
actual revenues of 1925. It would enable the 
Southern Railway to earn about £500,000 
more than its standard revenue in the first 
year, 20 per cent. of which would be added 
to the future standard. With this saving it is 
calculated that the L.N.E.R. could pay 5 per 
cent. on the Preferred Ord. Stock, 1.9 per 
cent. on the Deferred, the L.M.S. 6.33 per 
cent. on the Ord., the G.W.R. 7.22 per cent., 
and the Southern 2.40 per cent. on the De- 
ferred. The opinion is further expressed that 
with the excption of the L.N.E.R., all the 
companies should secure their standard net 
revenues in the first year. On this assumption, 
which, of course, has yet to be proved to be 
correct, the yield on the various stocks at 
current prices would be as follows :—

FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS.

THE OUTLOOK. 


Mining shares, as previously suggested, 
seem likely to maintain their popularity for a 
considerable time, while Argentine Rails and 
Shipping shares also present possibilities. 
B.A. Great Southerns are still a cheap invest- 
ment, provided crops and traffics ate reason- 
ably satisfactory. Of the other big lines, the 
B.A. and Pacific, whose announcement is yet 
to come, seems the most likely to increase its 
rate, while among the minor lines the Entre 
Rios has promising prospects. Shipping shares 
have had only a moderate revival as yet, but 
when it is realised how freights have risen— 
in some cases by 100 to 200 per cent.—we 
(Sunday Times) think the movement will 
gather strength. A conference between 
American and European shipowners has been 
mooted with a view to discussing problems 
vital to the industry. The chartering of 
vessels for the American coal trade is tho 
immediate cause of the recent advance in 
freights, but the scarcity of tonnage which 
has been revealed has come as a revelation. 
The prolonged inertia of the shipyards is tell- 
ing its own tale. For those who are prepared 
to wait, we think P. and O. Def., Furness 
Withys, Royal Mails, and Cunards should 
prove profitable investments at present prices. 
As a pure speculation, Indo-China Def. might 
be added. The company has suffered severely 
from the slump in freights and the prolonged 
civil dissensions in China, but it is in a 
position to take advantage of any improve- 
ment in the conditions affecting the industry. 


COTTON TRADE PESSIMISM. 

Considerable pessimism exists in regard to 
the outlook for the cotton industry. The 
Board of Trade returns showing that for the 
eight months ending August 31 the receipts 
from the export trade were no less than 
£29,026,758 down is a true reflection of the 
conditions prevailing. ‘lhe additional costs 
consequent on the long coal strike have been 
the last straw, and it is safe to say that the 
current year’s operations will make a very 
poor showing when the accounts are finally 
made up. It is safe to say that from one end 
of Lancashire to the other: those interested 
in the cotton industry, both as owners and 
investors, hardly know which way to turn 
(writes 7'Ae Observer), The complaint is 
being made that the industry is not finding 
that assistance from the banking and financing 
community it so urgently needs.

JOHNSON ANNIVERSARY 


CELEBRATIONS. 

Lichfield last Saturday celebrated the 217th 
anniversary Of the ‘birth of its most 
illustrious citizen—Dr. Samuel! Johnson. 

A laurel wreath was laid on the Doctor's 
statue in the Market square, and the Mayor 
reminded a large gathering of citizens and 
visitors that Samuel Johnson was universally 
acknowledged to be Lichfield’s greatest son. 
He confidently expressed the hope that Dr. 
Johnson’s memory might always live in the 
affections of Lichfield people, and that his 
teachings and example might he followed by 
them and their descendants as long as the 
English language survived, 

Afterwards the surpliced choir -of the 
Cathedral assembled on the steps of Dr. 
Johnson's birthplace and sang the well-known 
collect from the Johnson anthem and the 
hymn ‘City of God, how broad and fair.’’ 

At the annual meeting of the Johnson 
Society Mr. Arundel] Esdaile, M.A, the 
newly-appointed Secretary of the British 
Museum, was elected to succeed Sir Charles 
Russell as President. 

Mr. Esdaale, in his presidential address, said 
that Dr. Johnson was one of the greatest 
scholars England had produced, and one of 
the first to apply to his native language the 
principles of scholarship which had long been 
known, but had been applied only to Greek 
and Latin classics.. His edition of Shakespeare 
and his dictionary were two monuments, and 


the modern editions of the great 
authors are as good as thev are. 

After the meeting Mrs. Esdaile presented to 
the Rector of St. Michael’s Church a tablet 
indicating the position of M§chael, Sarah and 
Nathaniel Johnson, the father, mother and 
brother of Dr. Johnson. 

The celebration terminated on Saturday 
evening with a supper of reql Johnsonian fare. 
Over one hundred guests from all parts of 
the country assembled in the ancient Guild- 
hall, where, in the dim light of candien’ thes 
enjoyed a menu redolent of the club life of 
the times of Johnson, Burke, Goldsmith and 
Reynolds.

Seventy-five persons were killed and 2.000 
huildings destroyed in a hurricane which 
sxept the south coast of Florida yesterday 
morning.

A new state of affairs has arisen in the 
coal dispute through the Prime Minister's

Federation, says a special correspondent 
of the Press Association.

Baldwin to London from Aix-les-Bains, and 
both parties new know how far Mr. 
Baldwin proposes to go. 

The owners still stand by their decision 
to wait for a settlement by district agiec- 
ments, and are not likely to find the 
Cabinet's suggested legislation too palatat ie, 
while the miners adhere to their demand for 
a national settlement. Nevertheless, a con- 
siderable amount of ground has been cleared.

Mr. Alan Cobham left for Calcutta at 7 
o'clock this morning. 

CALCUTTA, Sunday. 

Mr. Alan Cobham gracefully alighted on 
the Hooghly, not far from Calcutta, at 11.15 
this morning. 

Interviewed by Reuter’s Correspondent 
after his arrival here to-day, Mr. Cobham 
described his encounters with the storms and 
head-winds which he had met virtually all 
along the route from Akyab to Calcutta. 
Starting, he said, in indifferent weather, he 
experienced fairly good weather as far as 
Cox s Bazaar, after which he flew through a 
storm up to Barisal, where he lost his bear- 
ings owing to fog, the whole country below 
being flooded river. 

Mr. Cobham declared that if he had left 
Penang half a day earlier he would have 
escaped the storms and been in London now. 

He paid a tribute to the Simla meteorolog}- 
cal service, but rezretted that he could not 
obtain a forecast of the weather, even six 
hours ahead, anywhere between Calcutta and 
Penang. He also emphasised the desirability 
of having a seaplane base between Calcutta 
and Singapore, and a chain of wireless 
stations from Calcutta to Victoria Point, with 
a view to obtaining a regular service of news 
regarding the monsoon. He expressed the 
opinion that India should combine with the 
Federated Malay States in this enterprise. 

Mr. Cobham originally intended to proceed 
to Allahakad to-day and thence to Delhi, 
reaching the latter place this evening, but 
owing to the delay in his arrival at Calcutta 
he has decided not to go on to Allahabad 
until to-morrow, and expects to be at Delhi 
the same evening.—( Reuter.)

SEVERAL PERSONS CHARGED. 
SOMERVILLE (NEW JERSEY), 
' Saturday. 

So far, at any rate, as the public is 
concerned, mystery deepens around the four- 
vear-old murder case here, in which Mrs. 
Hall, her brothers, Henry and Willie Stevens, 
and her cousin, Henry Carpenter, a wealthy 
member of the New York Stock Exchange, 
have been indicted by a grand jury for the 
murder of the Rev. Mr. Hall, Rector of the 
fashionable Church of St. John, at New 
Brunswick (New Jersey), and of Mrs. Eleanor 
Mills, a member of the church choir. 

Counsel for the prosecution declares, how- 
ever, that he has found certain important 
witnesses, whose testimony will go far to 
clearing away the mystery. One of these, he 
says, is the chauffeur. who was present in 
the neighbourhood of the scene of the 
tragedy—an orchard of an abandoned farm- 
house on the outskirts of New Brunswick. 

The defendants had their day in court 
yesterday; but they were not there to be 
tried. Mrs. Hall appealed to have the bail 
increased, ‘and, instead of 15,000 dollars, it 
was made 40,000 dollars. 

“The State has evidence not disclosed to 
the grand jury which places the lady in a 
position different from that of the other de- 
fendants.’’ explained the prosecution, in ask- 
ing for the higher bail. 

Henry and Willie Stevens, her brothers, 
and Carpenter, her cousin, were remanded to 
prison without the option of bail, after being 
given an opportunity to plead. All pleaded 
““not guilty, ' as had Mrs. Hall shortly after 
her arrest. Mrs. Hall furnished the increased 
bail, and she was permitted to go home. 

More than a score of relatives and friends 
of the accused family, who are leaders of 
local society, attended the hearing, and gave 
everv evidence of their sympathy. Detectives 
have combed a large art of the United 
States for evidence in this case, and their 
work is manifest in the 175 affidavits which 
will figure in the trial, in addition to the 
evidence of the witnesses who are appearing 
in person. 

One of those who appeared at to-day’s hear- 
ing was Mrs. Jane Gibson, the State’s 
principal witness, who. says that she saw 
Mrs. Hall, Willie Stevens and Carpenter in 
a bloody scene on the night of the murder.— 
(Reuter. )

BOYCOTT MAY RE LIFTED.

SOVIET’S APPEALS. 

‘Tue Times ’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
RIGA, Sunday. 

Declarations, warnings, and appeals continue 
to be made by Soviet organisations in regard 
to imminent Imperialist intervention in China, 
led by Great Britain. Some of them are 
addressed to the Russian workers, others to 
the whole world, and some expressly to the 
British workers, who are urged to stay the 
infamous hand of the British Government. The 
latest is issued by the League of Communist 
vouth, It particularly calls upon sailors and 
soldiers to revolt. Another applauds the Trades’ 
Union Congress resolution at Bournemouth. 
deprecating aggression in the East, but it de- 
clares that now is the time for action and 
not for words, and that the British trade 
unionists must act under the slogans, ‘* Out 
with the Imperialists,  ' Hands off China’s 
revolution. 

The Red trade unions have telegraphed to 
Mr. Citrine, the Secretary of the Trade. Union 
Congress, urging the necessity of a joint pro- 
test against the British attitude in the Wanh- 
sien incident and its insolent violence against 
the Chinese people. The Soviet Press blames 
Great Britain for all the difficulties of the re- 
volutionaries in China, and for the attitude 
of France in regard to the Chinese Eastern 
Railway and the claims of the Russo-Asiatic 
Bank. It declares that Great Britain pur- 
chased the co-operation of France by pro- 
mises of a free hand in Syria and Morocco 
and of additional facilities in the payment of 
war debts. The Jzrestia in a leading article 
states that the time is near for the establish- 
ment of a Soviet Communist Government 
over the whole of China in close co-operation 
with the Soviet Republics.—(Per Press Asso- 
ciation, copyright.)

SHIPBUILDING. 


UNIONS ANDINDUSTRY'S| 


NEEDS. 
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The meeting of shipyard trade wnicns, 
which is to taxe place at York on Thursday, 
is one that is regagded as of vital importance 
to the shipbuiluing industry. When the 
unions, after one adjournment, met in the 
middle of August to consider the report of 
the Joint Committee of Inquiry on the subject 
of foreign competition and conditions in the 
shipbuilding industry, 1t was recognised that 
if the findings of the Joint Committee were 
to be of anv assistance to the industry during 
the. coming winter, prompt action was 
necessary, but the trade unions did not arrive 
at any. definite decision anJ adjourned con- 
sideration in order further to consult ‘the 
members of the unions affected. 

This banished any hope of joint action being 
taken in time to benefit the industry during 
the coming winter, and the opinion 1s 
strogly held by the employers that unless the 
unions at their forthcoming meeting agree 
to prompt action, hope of doing anything to 
mitigate the prevailing depression may be 
relegated to an indefinite future. 

It will be remembered that the report of 
the Joint Committee, on which both em- 
plovers and workmen were fully represented, 
was issued so long age as June last, and the 
Central Board of the Shipbuilding Employers’ 
Federation, as representing the employers, at 
once adopted it. The representatives of the 
{rade unions, however, deferred any decision 
until 17th August, in order to enable them 
to consult the various societies concerned, and 
even after that long delay they again post 
poned a decision until the meeting now to be 
held at York. 

The importance cf the report, on which 
action is suggested, 1s admitted, and its pro- 
posals excited the greatest and most wide- 
spread interest when it was made public in 
its complete form in June. The inquiry of 
which the report is the outcome was of a 
most thorough and painstaking character, 
undertaken jointly by employers and work- 
inen, and its labours extended for some fifteen 
months. Many meetings were held; informa. 
tion was obtained from all possible quarters, 
(;soverninent idepartments being called 
upon for their assistance in certain cases, and 
every possible step taken to ascertain the 
causes and scope of the depression, and what 
means can be taken if not to end it, at least 
to alleviate its extent. 

An interim report was published in October 
last dealing with the question of costs arising 
in the industry, while the second part dealt 
with costs, which while entering into anil 
affecting the cost of the completed ship, arise 
outside and beyond the control of the indus- 
try. These two sections form the final re 
port, which appeared in June. 

So far as the questions arising out of the 
second part of the report are concerned, it is 
understood that no great difficulty was ex- 
perienced on the part of the unions. The 
points which appear to have given rise tu 
most discussion are contained in the first part 
of the report, and relate to greater inter 
changeability of labour, the relaxation of 
existing practices connected with demarca 
tion, the extension of the system of payment 
by results, and the recogmition by the Joint 
Committee of Inquiry that the use of labour- 
aiding machinery is to be encouraged, and 
that ‘‘ it is the duty of all parties to secure 
for the industry as a whole any such saving 
in cost as can be otbained from the fullest 
use of machinery and methods conducive to 
economic output.”’ 

These are the things which, if agreement 
can be reached between employers and em 
ployed, are regarded as within the industry's 
own power to improve, and the employers 
having adopted the report, it is for the unions 
to say whether they will do the same. ‘here 
are points in the second part of the report 
on which joint representations may _ tre- 
quire to be made in certain quarters in the 
hope of securing some benefit, but obviously 
the industry—employers and workmen alike- 
must be prepared to do their own part to 
put their house in order if they are to hope 
for any assistance from outside. This is 
the position now facing the trade unions, 
and throughout the country the course of 
events is being watched with the keenes* 
interest by all concerned. 

There has been a complaint from the men’s 
side that they have not been given as much 
information as to the financial position of 
the employers as they think they shoud have, 
but the employers’ representatives contended 
that the statement they gave to the Com- 
mittee, and which was embodied in the re- 
port, showing the financial outcome of recent 


‘contracts, is a complete answer to the points 


raised by the trade unions.

M. BRIAND ON THE 
RESULT. 


REPORT TO CABINET 
THIS WEEK.

From Ovn Own CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Sunday. 

M. Aristide Briand, the French 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, returned to 
Paris from Geneva yesterday morning, 
pleased with the results of the League 
Assembly meeting, nad confident that the 
questions remaining to be adjusted between 
France and Germany may be settled 
amicably and directly between the two 
Governments. 

At the Quai d’Orsay he received the 
representatives of the Press, and made a 
statement. on the conversations that he had 
with Herr Stresemann, the German 
Foreign Minister, at the little village of 
Thory last Friday. 

“1 see no reason why France and Germany 
cannot collaborate openly for the good of the 
two countries,” he said. ‘‘ Who would dream 
of finding in the adoption of such a method 
humiliation for the conquerors of yesterday ? 
It is an idea which could not be entertained 
Il assure you, by one who has attended aa 
international assembly in which Yrance has 
not diminished her efforts in beha!f of peace. 


THE NEXT MEETING. 
Furthermore, I am not alone in this 
view, and I wish to emphasise that Herr 
Stresemann is exactly of the same opinion. 
We are both to consult our respective 
colleagues and arrange a meeting later. On 
Tuesday I shall inform the Council of 
Ministers of the results of my interview with 
Herr Stresemann, and he will do likewise 
nt his earliest convenience. If we obtain the 
approval of our respective Governments, 
another meeting will take place@between us 
as soon as possible. The date cannot be 
fixed definitely at present, but probably we 
shall get together in December. 

‘‘ As for myself, I am still loyally attached 
to the idea of peace. France needs peace, and 
it as possible to obtain it. This is the 
opinion of many good Frenchmen. They 
think that a country such as ours, which 
has given proof of heroism, should have a 
breathing spell. We do not believe that 
France will be humiliated. No one at 
Geneva sees France in such a light. A 
country which can remain calm in the face 
of diplomatic incidents, which some men 
have wished to use against me for political 
purposes, cannot be accused of allowing it- 
self to be humiliated.” i

ADVANTAGES. 
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THE ENTENTE MAY 
MEAN. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

A significant article on the advantages that 
would accrue to the countries more particu- 
larly concerned from a Franco-German 
entente, and the prospective fruitfulness of 
such an entente in putting Europe on her 
feet again, is contributed to this. morning’s 
Matin by its special correspondent at Geneva. 

The writer says that he does not doubt that 
when M. Briand asked him what he wanted 
Herr Stresemann had quite an embarrassing 
choice of demands—the evacuation of the 
Rhineland; renunciation of the plebiscite in 
the Saar territory which the Versailles Treaty 
provided should be taken fifteen years after 
the Treaty came into force, and in its place 
an economic agreement; the ending of mili- 
tary control in Germany by Inter-Allied Com- 
missions; the granting of Colonial mandates 
to Germany, and so on. 

Dealing then with the. advantages that 
France might draw from an entente with 
Germany, the correspondent says economic 
conventions of the greatest importance are to 
follow the Locarno agreements, and others 
will come about shortly. ‘‘ Such a poliey ot 
collaboration is really: useful on condition 
that it is pushed to its logical consequences,’’ 
he continues. ‘‘ The strength of the German 
economic bloc is not the only advantage that 
France might draw from the entente as con- 
ceived by Herr Stresemann and M. Briand. 
We must go so faras the liquidation of inter- 
Allied debts. By coming to an arrangement 
regarding the reparations and mobilising the 
bonds provided for in the Dawes plan, France 
might secure the resources of which she has 
immediate need to stabilise her exchange and 
pay her creditors. Germany could bring not 
only -her good-will, but her credit, to these 
operations.

75,000 POISONED IN 
LONDON.

Scotland Yard have been given the task of 

solving a poisoning mystery of an unusual 
character. It has been reported to them that 
75,000 goldfish have been found dead at Mr. 
Harry Gay’s Royal British Goldfisheries, 61 
and 63 St. George’s road, London. 
Mr. Harry Gay and his father have carried 
on their goldfish business in St. George’s road 
since 1868, and import the fish from the Gouth 
of France, the North of Italy, China, and 
Japan, and send them to customers all over 
the country. 

Last week the firm received 100,000 fish, all 
in good condition. On Saturday 75,000 dead 
were discovered, and it is feared that the 
whole of the 100,000 will be lost. The fish are 
worth ‘£2 a hundred in the trade. 


OWNER’S BELIEF. 

“ On Saturday,” said Mr. Gay, in the 
course of an interview, ' two men called, and 
asked. the prices of fish, globes, and. 
aquariums, saying that they were in the 
‘ jine.’ I quoted them prices, and took 
them into the outbuilding to see the fish. 
While I was there one of them asked me about 
a special small-necked globe, and accompanied 
me to the yard to look at one, leaving the 
other man by the tanks. A few minutes 
afterwards they left, promising to give me an 
order next week. 

‘‘T had occasion to go to the fishery: later. 
and to my horror saw hundreds of the fish 
dead in the tanks. The others were whistling 
like birds in their efforts to obtain air, and I 
saw at once that they had been poisoned. | 
ran off the water and poured fresh water in 
ithe tanks, and the way they rushed for the 


‘new supply told me how the poor things were 


suffering. : 

““I am convinced,” he added, '“that it is 
the work of some foreign rival.

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The “hope of a settlement of the. coal- 
mining dispute by willing agreement has 
almost disappeared, says (Ae 7'imes in a 
leading article. The owners and the miners. 
who have shared the losses of a stoppage of 
the industry for twenty weeks, still stand 
irreconcilably opposed to each other. The 
points most conspicuously at issue to-day are 
not those which divided them five months 
ago, but the antagonism on the different 
ground is just as acute now as then. This 
lamentable fact explains the proposals of the 
Government, which were made public on 
Saturday. They are not based upon agree- 
ment between the parties, nor are they con- 
tingent upon agreement. On the contrary, they 
anticipate a resumption of work without a 
settlement of the matters of principle 
which are at stake, and only provide for 
an accommodation on the two practical 
questions of hours of work and wages, while 
leaving to the future and a national court 
of appeal the possibility of eradicating the 
present causes of dissension aml of establish- 
ing the better relations without which the 
industry can look forward to nothing but 
ill-will and disturbance. 

The recent industriz! history of 
country provides no parallel . for 
obstinate. refusal to find common ground or 
to make compromises for the sake of the 
large gains of good-will and agreement. 
There has been, and still is, something harder 
to overcome in this dispute than the economic 
facts, and it is the combative temper that 
has ruled on both sides. 
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THE SEINE BRIDGES. 


AN ELDERLY HEROINE, 
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PARIS, Saturday. 

A curious episode of the war which must 
be known to very few is recalled by the 
Intransigeant, which devotes an article to 
a Frenchwoman of Normandy, Madame | 
Octavie Delacour. who saved the bridges of 
the Lower Seine from being blown up by the 
Germans. | 

A few days before the battle of the Marne, 
the German General Staff planned to send on 
a smal! group of men, far in advance of the 


up the great bridges spanning the Lower Seire 
During the night of September 15th-16th, in 
the hope of preventing the advance of French 
troops from beyond thie left bank of the Seine, 
ten German Motor lorries were sent out in 
twos for the purpose of destroving bridges 
150 kilometres beyond the firing line. On the 
morning of September 16th. the inhabitants of 
the district surraunding the Normandy forest 
ef Lyons saw small numbers of troops whieh 
they took to be English. 

An elderly woman, Madame Octavie Dela- 
eour, was walking through the forest from 
Martagny, in the department of the Eure, to 
Ferrieve-en-Bray, when she suddenly felt a 
heavy hand on her shoulder. ‘Turning, she 
found herself face to face with a German, 
brandishing a bayonet. The man signed to 
her to say nothing of what she had seen, after 
having menaced her with the bayonet, and 
then disappeared into the bushes. An officer 
then came up, eyed Mme. Delacour for a 
moment, and, doubtless, judging her to be 
harmless, let her go on her way. 

As soon as she was out of the forest, Mme. 
Delacour hurried to the nearest village. 
Neufmarche, where. she warned the mayor and 
the police. They thought that she must have 
imagined the whole episode, and refused ‘o 
hsten to her. Nothing daunted, Mme. De!a- 


of the police was sceptical;.declaring that the 
soldiers must be English, but, nevertheless, 
made up his mind to go and see. Requisition- 
ing a lorry, he took with him two gendarmes, 
a reservist, armed with a revolver, a guide. 
and the village schoolmaster. The gendarmes 
and the schoolmaster each carried a carbine. 

The little group advanced in single file, and 
presently saw a German alone, in the middle 
of the patch. The reservist called on him to 
surrender, and a moment after fired his re- 
volver; at the same time a fusillade rang out 
from the Germans concealed behind the 
branches; both gendarmes and the reservist 
fell dead; the guide was mortally wounded. 

After the practical annihilation of the villace 
“army the Germans, victors, decided’ to 
carry out their mission without further delay. 
The captain in charge of the party went first 
in a powerful closed car; then came the lorry. 
manned by a dozen engineers and carrying 300 
kilogrammes of explosives and 300 metres of 
fuse. The Germans drove fast through 
Mainneville, Sancourt, Thil, where they 
were taken for English when they stopped to 
mend a puncture, and on through Fleury and 
Pont-de-l’ Arche towards the bridge of Oissel, 
which commands the Paris-Rouen railway and 
the railways of Lower Normandy. 

But the alarm had been given; a telephone 
messaze had been sent to the Prefect of the 
Eure department and to the General in com- 
mand a the district. Finally the captain s 
car, taking a turning too sharply, became 
stuck in a field. Up came a group of French 
troops; in answer to their challenge came the 
answer: ‘‘A wounded German officer 
renders.” Five engineers and the officer, who 
was well acquainted with the district, as he 
had attended shooting parties in the neigh- 
bourhood. before the war, were made 
prisoners. The lorry was found a kilometre 
away; its occupants were discovered during 
the next few days in the fields, where they 
had lived by eating raw beetroots. 

Mme. Delacour, whose insistence led to tha 
frustration of the German plan, was decorated 
with the Croix de Guerre by ‘eneral 
d’ Amade.—( Reuter. ) 
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THE MONKEYS’ HOLIDAY. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

When the monkey house at the Jardin 
d’Acclimatation, the Paris ‘‘ Zoo,’ was 
burned down, the monkeys escaped and 
thoroughly enjoyed their liberty in the Bois 
de Boulogne. For weeks some of them were 
still missing, and, as far as is known, they 
may still be prolonging their holiday on 
account of the sunny weather. 

The inhabitants of the other Paris “ Zoo,” 
the Jardin des Plantes, decided the other day 
to imitate their brothers in the Bors de 
Koulogne. <A keeper was astonished to see 
a crowd collected round the space covered 
with wire netting outside the monkey house. 
The . Parisians were contemplating with 
amusement the antics of two small morkeys, 
whe had climbed through a hole in the 
netting and were thoroughly enjoying their 
freedom; they were soon followed by a huge 
mandrill, and by a large monkey of spiteful 
reputation, going by the name of Jojo, whe, 
after escaping, angrily stalked up and down 
the roof of his cage. 

The excitement ot the crowd soon drove the 
monkevs into the trees, where for hours they 
amused themselves in the branches. Finally 
the mandrill, tempted by succulent bananas, 
decided to come back to the cage; he was 
followed, one by one, by the other truants, 
all hungry, and preferring food to liberty. 
The Jardin des Plantes inonkeys evidently 
have less resolution than their brothers of the 
Jardin D’ Aecclimatation.—( Reuter.) 


” SAILING SHIPS. 
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The depression in the sailing ship industry 
was áccentuated during the summer by the 
coal dispute and the general strike, states the 
annual report. for 1325-26 issued by the British 
Sailing Ship Owners’ Association, Limited. 

Although there was a temporary improve- 
ment in some tramp freights owing to the 
demand for vessels carrying coal from the 
United States, the average tramp freights for 
steamers for the whole period under review 
showed a decline as compared with the pre- 
vious year. Sailing ships were not affected 
by this particular improvement, and the 
shortage of coal cargoes in the coastwise and 
short sea trades hit the sailing ship trade 
severely. To-a small extent, sailing ships had 
benefited by the diversion of cargoes from 
steamers unable to obtain bunkering, but this 
temporary gain would be lost when the coal 
dispute was settled.

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FALLING STARS, - 


SPEED IN SPACE.

(From Ovr Astronomical CORRESPONDENT.) 

The nights of late Summer and Autumn 
are the best time for observing what are 
popularly called ‘‘‘falling’’ .or “shooting. 
stars.”’ As we walk abroad, enjoying .the 
soft coolness of August’s scented dusk, or 
the invigorating sharpness of the first frosty 
hight of October or November, while the 
brighter stars peep one by one ‘from a softly 
shaded sky, now and then a palely bleaming 
light, like the stars in all but its swift glide, 
sweeps silently downwards and vanishes “as 
suddenly as it appeared. From very ancient 


\times it has been noticed that these objects 
‘are more abundant in the skies of August 


and November than at other times of the 
year. They are also commoner altogether in 
the latter part than in the former half of 
the year; Even in the “ meteor nights’’ of 
early August they are very unevenly dis- 
tributed. Sometimes hours will pass without 
any. At other times there is quite a lively 
display for a few minutes, the silent shooting 
lights appearing in twos and threes together, 
and ten, a dozen, or a score to the minute. 
Sometimes, but much more rarely, a great 
shower bursts upon the world, causing con- 
sternation among the simple and untutored; 
or a mighty fireball sails across the night 
sky and explodes with a flash and a detona- 
tion which shakes a whole province, as York: 
shire was shaken by the fireball of Monday 
night, September 6th. 

*'The stars shall fall from heaven '” has 
been a synonym for a world-shaking con- 
vulsion; yet, “falling stars ' are is In- 
capable of harming the inhabitants of Earth; 
and even the fireball rarely sends any solid 
fragments to us big enough to do damage. 
This immunity is, however, solely due to our 
atmosphere, and the terrific speed of these 
visitors from outer Space. Thin and soft as 
the encircling air is, it is an impenetrable 
shield against missiles travelling, as meteorites 
do, from twenty to fifty, or more, miles per 
second. Without it the Farth would te 
exposed to a truly formidable bombardment. 
The blaze of light from a large meteor is a 
measure of the mechanical iorce which It 
would expend on the first point of the Earth's 
surface it struck, were it not held up and 

radually robbed of its momentum, by the 
Riesling atmosphere. 

Not so long ago, men imagined that the 
sky was a dome of crystals, arched a few 
miles above their heads: the stars tiny 
lichts set therein, all the same distance away. 
While this notion prevailed, it was natural 
to imagine the possibility of a cataclysm 
which should shatter the blue vault above 
and send its fragments hurtling down on 
men’s heads, while earthquakes shook and 
ocean invaded the solid Earth below. An 
earthquake is a terrifying experience enough, 
and, when accompanied by a voleanic eruption 
like that of Vesuvius in A.D. 79, with its 
rain of incandescent fragments and rivers of 
molten lava overwhélming the stoutest works 
of men, it was natural for men to recall the 
prediction of the ‘‘stars falling from heaven 
and the powers of the heavens being shaken. 
After all, the most disastrous earthquake or 
eruplian effects only an insignificant portion 
of the Earth’s surface. No falling stars 
could add anything to its terrors, and there 
is no blue vault above to crack and fall about 
men's ears. 

DISTANT SUNS. 

“The stars shall fall ” is about as simple 
a sentence as could be put together in 
English; yet, out of its four words of one 
syllable, two require to be defined before 
we can think or speak of them accurately. To 
begin with, what are stare? Meteorites are 
not stars. I have already alluded to what 
men formerly thought they were, It is only 
quite lately—indeed, within the last hal!- 
century—that the true nature of these tiny 
twinkling’ points of light has been revealed ; 
1as taken the most powerful and 
accurate instruments ever devised by human 
brains to do it. The writer can remember 
being rebuked for suggesting that the stars 
were suns, Briefly, that is just what they 
are. Our own glorious Sun, whose power 
keeps everything on Earth alive and turns 
every wheel of human industry, is just a 
star; and the stars which ‘‘ twinkle, twinkle 
all the night” are suns. Some of them are 
much bigger, hotter and brighter suns than 
ours. 

Our Sun is a vast globe of fiery gases, 
the seat of forces unimaginably great—light 
force, heat force, electric force, chemical 
force, radio-active force, atomic force, and, 
perhaps, many, others which we are incapable 
of recognising. We feel his forees across the 
gap of over ninety million miles which 
separate us from him. Many, if not most, ot 
the stars are of sizes to dwarf the Sun to 
insignificance, and they are the seats of forces 
proportionally vaster than those which the 
Sun exerts. Also they are so distant that 
millions of miles are totally useless as a 
measure. 

What measure, then, can we use? We use 
“ Light-Years.” Light travels 186,000 miles 
in a second. A light-year is the distance it 
will cover in a year. There are 31,557,600 
seconds in a year, Multiply this by 186,000 
and you will get the number of miles in a 
light-year. The nearest star (after the Sun) 
is more than four light-years away. Most of 
them. are thousands of light-years away. 
Some of the brightest of them, to our eyes, 
are 600 to 1,000 light-years away. If the Sun 
was that far off, we could not see him at all. 
Of late it has become known that some of 
the objects which the naked eye can see on a 
dark night are a million light-years and more 
away. Such are the stars, and we know that 
there are at least 1,000 millions of them that 
we can see by one means or another. Pro- 
bably the number that we cannot see is 
infinite. 

THE BALANCE OF FORCES, 

I have attempted to give an idea of the 
meaning of the word “stars.” What of the 
other, the common every-day verb ‘‘to fall’’? 
An apple fell from the tree. A workman fell 
from the scaffolding and was hurt. A child 
tripped and fell. We know what we under- 
stand by these words. Most of us have heard 
that Sir Isaac Newton was guided to his 
great discovery of the law of gravitation by 
seeing an mg fal! and investigating what it 
meant. He found that the force which drew 
the apple to the ground and that which keeps 
the Moon in her course are one and the same. 
It is also the same force which keeps our 
Earth and the other planets circling about 
the Sun; and all the distant star-systems 
obey it also. It is the mainspring of that 
vast clock which we call the Universe. A 
stone released at a few feet of height drops 
to the ground. We know exactly how fast it 
drops. If a stone is dropped from a balloon, 
and I know the height of the balloon, 
a very. simple mathematical formula 
will — tell me how long it will 
be before the stone strikes the ground; 
of if 1 know the time it takes to fall, I 
can tell exactly ,how high the balloon was 
that dropped it. But suppose we go right 
away from the Earth—say, as far as the 
Moor—then the stone will drop much more 
slowly. If near enough to the Moon, it will 
drop to the Moon; but, if not, it will still 
drop to the Earth. If, however, we go a 
good deal further away, by and by we will 
reach a point where the stone will no longer 
drop to the Earth, but to the Sun. 

‘fit were simply dropped and no other force 
interfered with it, it would go on dropping 
faster and faster till it hit the Sun. If, 
however, as would be more likely, one of the 
planets, Venus cr Mercury, got in a pull at it, 
it might be pulled enough out of its straight 
drop to miss the Sun. But though it missed 
him, so powerful is the Sun’s pull that he 
would compel it to bend round him, and 
after going back to the place from which 
it was originally dropped, it would again 
fall towards the Sun, again miss him, bend 
round, go back, and repeat the same course 
for ever and ever. This is just what 
comets do. 

Is it correct to describe the movements of 
that stone as ‘“‘falling’’? Unquestionably. 
Every body moving in obedience to gravita- 
tion is “falling.” The Moon is falling 
towards the Earth, but she never gets there: 
for she has other forces acting upon her 
which make her give the Earth a wide miss. 
The Earth, and all the planets, the comets 
and all other bodies in the Sun’s neighbour- 
hood, are falling towards the Sun; but they 
never get there, for the same reason. It is 
just possible that sometimes a comet or a 
meteorite or group of meteorites may strike 
the Sun. It would in that case be swallowed 
up in that terrific furnace, as a moth would 
be that flew into the open door of the fire- 
box of a locomotive; but the planets, though 
always falling, never get there; never even 
get much nearer. The balance of forces 
saves them, and keeps them safe, 


_ THE NEAREST STAR. 

Every massive body in the universe is sur- 
rounded by what is called its “ gravitational 
field ’’—a sphere of influence within which its 
pull is felt. Strictly speaking, a gravvita-

SEQUEL TO CORONER’S 
CRITICISMS. 


Following the comments of the Coroner at 
an inquest last Friday week on a woman who 
died from lysol poisoning in the Metropolitan 
Hospital, North-East London, after being re- 
fused admission to the German Hospital, 
Dalston, as there was no bed available, the 
Committee of the latter institution have in- 
formed the Coroner that they have dispensed 
with the services of Dr. Hanslea Kyp, the 
house surgeon on duty at the time. 

In their communication, the Committse 
say that Dr. Kyp’s conduct in not seeing 
the woman and rendering first aid was, in 
their view, contrary to the rules of the hos- 
pas The institution is, and always has 

een, fully eguipped íor every emergency, 
including cases of poisoning. 
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etc.—provides that at great, distances the field 
becomes so feeble as to be negligible. The 
combined effect of all the fields of gravita- 
tion in the, universe provides a resultant 
force which pulis on all stars. he result is 
that all the stars, including the Sun, are 
falling—viz.,; moving in paths marked out 
for them by the all-pervading force of 
gravitation. ‘he Sun, we know, is travelling 
steadily about twelve miles per second, and 
we know approximately the direction in which 
he is going and taking all his attendant 
worlds with him. Some of the starg have 
“- falling” speeds much greater than this. 
When the course of a star's motion is across 
our line of sight, its speed can be measured 
directly by observations of its successive 
positions from time to time. If, however, it 
1s moving directly towards or from us, or 
nearly so, we have to have recourse to the 
spectroscope, this important instrument 
having power to detect and measure motion in 
the line of sight. For example, Arcturus 
and Vega are approaching us at about fifty 
miles per second, while Betelgeuse is receding 
at about twenty miles per second. 

Talk of ‘“‘ialling stars’! All the stars 
are falling, in one direction or another. 
And they, too: do they ever “get there’’? 
I have already said something about the 
distances of the stars, and that we have had 
to invent a special measure for them, because 
they are so far off. 

Now let us take the nearest of the stars, 
and suppose that it is falling straight towards 


ees It is. cailed Alpha Centauri, and it is 
bout 


four light-years off. (There is another 
a little nearer, but it is a very tiny one, so 
we will not trouble about it.) If Alpha Cen- 
tauri was coming at us with the speed of 
light, it would take four years to get here; 
but stars do not travel at the speed of light. 
Dr. Einstein says that, if they did, something 
very funny would happen to them; so they 
never do. They never get up even one- 
thousandth part of the speed of light. 
But let us suppose that Alpha Centauri was 
coming direct at this poor old Earth (or at 
the Sun, which would come to the same 
thing), at 186 miles per second. Then it 
would take over 4,000 years to get here, even 
if it made a good shot. So the poor old Earth 
would have quite a respectable time to live 
yet. However, even the half of that speed 
18 far too much. <A quarter of it is, as we 
have seen, about the speed of Arcturus and 
Vega, stars which are moving partly in our 
direction. At that rate Alpha Centauri would 
take 16,000 years to get here, if it came 
straight this way. Arcturus and Vega are 
about forty light-years distant; so they would 
take ten times as long, or 160,000 years to 
cover the distance. Thus we need not worry 
about them, The Universe is a very roomy 
place. Stars, big as they are, are little likely 
to jostle each other. 


A SAFE MACHINE. 


When the startling new star blazed up in 
the constellation Aquila, in 1918, some people 
were uneasy about a newspaper report that 
some astronomer had said that the star was 
coming towards us. It may have been. It 
may be still, for all I know. But, sinee it is 
some three hundred light-years distant, it 
would take a trifle of 1,200,000 years to ar- 
rive. Arcturus and Vega, as already men- 
tioned, are approaching at a speed of some 
fifty miles per second. Yet, although they 
have been doing so since men first began to 
observe the stars, some 6,000 years ago, these 
stars are not visibly any brighter than ever 
they were; and Betelgeuse, running away from 
us at 20 miles per second, is not any fainter 
than ever he was. It is as if 'A $nail 500 
miles away, was crawling towards or from 
us. It could not make much difference to his 
distance, whichever way he crawled. The 
Universe is a very safe machine. 


Thus, things are not what they seem. The 


senses which were given to guide us in 
become quite misleading 
when shon to things supra-mundane. As 
the Earth seems flat, and is not, so the fallin 
7 ge of the Autumn. evenings which we 
like stars, are not stars, but small particles of 
incandescent matter weighing a few unces (or 
pounes at most), and.a few. score miles away.

STOPPING THE RACE >

GENEVA, Sunday. 
The Committee of the Assembly was 
dominated yesterday by an important. speech 
which was made by M Paul Boncour on the 
interminable guestion of disarmament. “The 
purport of the speech was to urge the Pre- 
paratory Committee to hasten‘ jts labours in 
order to make it possible to draw up early 
next year the programme of the Conference 
on the limitation and reduction of armaments, 
of the League. Main 

M. Paul Boncour added that if the Con- 
ference had no other effect than to stabilise 
the existing armies oí the various States, 
its utility would be” great, inasmuch as it 
would prevent the race for armaments 
beginning again when the economic and finan- 
cial situation had impr6ved, and it would, 
moreover, put into operation the interna- 
tional control of armaments provided for in 
Article 8 of the Covenant of the League. He 
submitted a resolution on these lines, which 
was supported by the British, Belgian, Polish 
and Yugo-Slav members. 

The Italian delegation raised some objec 
tions, expressing the opinion that there was 
no hurry for the convening of the Conference 
seeing that before all else there were politic 
questions of a general order to be settled, and 
finally the French: resolution, after undergoing 
some amendment, was adjourned until the 
next sitting. i 

The Committee further examined another 
resolution in favour of recommending the 
Assembly to express the hope that the general 
principles, .which were . embodied - 
Locarno agreements relating to arbitration 
and guarantee of security, shall be recognised 


and shall: be put into practice as soon as 
possible by all States having an interest in 
the conclusion of such a Treaty. 

This resolution led to a detailed discussion 
and will be resumed at a later sitting. 


THE ESTIMATES. 
PROBLEM OF CHILD WELFARE 


After a somewhat animated discussion, in 
which Mr. Hilton Young (Great Britain) and 
Sir Joseph Cook (Australia) took part, the 
Budget Committee of the League Assembly 
voted the estimates for 1927 for the 
secretariat and special organisations of the 
League. : 

On the vote of thirty thousand francs in 
connection with the conference of Press ex- 
perts, M. Hambro (Norway) questioned the 
practicability of such conterences, but the 
item was, nevertheless, voted. 

To-morrow the Committee will deal with 
the Budget of the International Labour 
Office, which totals 7,071,165 francs, as 
against 7,114,938 francs in 1926, being a re- 
duction of 43,773 francs. 

The Committee of Child Welfare held an 
interesting debate yesterday on the British 
proposal to distinguish between the national 
aud international character of problems affect- 
ing child welfare. 

As the result of the debate all the mem- 
bers agreed to work for the progress of child 
welfare in their respective countries. 

The report of the Committee was unani- 
mously adopted.

CLARE COUNCILLORS AND 
COUNTY SALARIES. 


Since their election to office the Clare 
County Council, in their desire to effect 
economies, have spent months in considering 
the salaries of their officials. Finally, they 
recommended reductions, ranging from £1zu 
down to £10 per annum, in about a dozen 
cases, and this list was submitted to the Local 
Government Department for sanction. It was 
returned with an instruction that every case 
should be considered separately, and a query 
sheet with respect to every officer had to be 
filled up. 

One of the queries referred to the efficiency 
and conduct of the official. In reply the 
Council gave every official the highest 
possible aricior. 

In a letter received at the last meeting of 
the County Council, the Minister for Local 
Government rather twits them on their desire 
to reduce the salaries of such satisfactory 
officials. The letter states :—‘‘ The Miuister 
has considered the replies to the queries in 
each case, and has noted that the testimony 
given to the efficiency of the officers has been 
excellent. Apart from the County Surveyor, 
whose salary has been recently re-graded, but 
whose duties have now been considerably in- 
creased, it is noted that no increase of salary 
has been given for some years past. On the 
whole, the Minister does not consider the 
present rates of remuneration excessive, and is 
of opinion that, unless there be some special 
case where the duties of the present officer 
would warrant a reduction, the Council should 
review their proposals.” 

Mr. P. M. Kelly—Are we to understand 
that we should increase the salaries? 

Mr. Martin King said that the letter made 
it plain that the County Council could not 
reduce any salaries excep those paid to the 
men on the roads with the shovel. 

Mr. James O'Flynn, as Chairman of the 
economic party in the Council, said that the 
Government had now taken the responsibility

THE CASE OF THE MENTAL HOSPITAL. 

A different situation has arisen in the Clare 
Mental Hospital. Here, as the result of a 
conference held in January last, the officials 
and staff consented to a reduction of 5 per 
cent. in their s laries and wages as from 
Ist April. This was ratified at a meeting of 
the Management Committee, and the minute 
embodying it was submitted in the usual way 
to the Local Government Department. 
Under date 7th July, the Department wrote 
that the Minister’s sanction to a reduction 
was not required in the case of attendants, 
and that if the latter had been paid at the 
full rate since Ist April the officer respon- 
sible would be liable to surcharge. The 5 per 
cent, reduction was sanctioned in the case of 
the officials, with the exception of the matron.

“ CHINESE ” GORDON. 
TO HE EDITOR OF THK IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,-—General Gordon—*‘* Chinese Gordon ’’— 
“said that he liked the Chinese best next 
after his own.” ‘“ The Life of General 
Gordon,” by Demetrius C. Boulger, is at all 
times a book of much interest, and ‘it is 
more so than ever now. He believed that 
the only alliance worth having by England 
was with China and France. He served in 
the China War, and in one of his letters he 
describes the wonderful beanty and 
magnificence of the Summer Palace and its 
contents. When it was sacked and burned 
he bought the throne, and long afterwards 
presented it to the headquarters of his corps 
at Chatham. 

When the campaign was over Gordon was 
trusted with the task of surveying and 
mapping the whole of the region for thirty 
miles between the Grand Canal, the sea and 
the Yangtse Kiang. He was in every town 
and village, and found the people suffering 
greatly and dying of starvation owing to the 
rebels (whom he was afterwards to conquer) 
having made a desert of a rich province, He 
wrote :—' The hardest heart would have been 
touched at the utter misery of these “poor 
harmless people; for, whatever may be said 
of their rulers, no one can deny but that 
the Chines? peasantry are the most obedient, 
quiet, and industrious people in the world.”’ 

Gordon was absolutely without fear, and 
always led the attack carrying no weapon, 
“but only a little rattan cane, which his 
men called his magic wand of victory . . 
urging on his men by catching them by the 
sleeve of their coats, and by standing in- 
different and unresisting in the midst of the 
thickest fire.” He admitted long afterwards 
that during the whole of these scenes he was 
continuously praying to the Almighty that 
his men should not turn tail. 

In 1879 he was invited to go to Peking, 
China being then on the brink of a war with 
Russia, and Sir Robert Hart having been 
directed to telegraph for him. Pages 304- 
526 of his Life are of special interest at 
this moment. In one of the memoranda that 
he wrote he asks: “ How can China maintain 
the high position that the wealth, industry 
and inpate goodness of the Chinese people 
entitle her to have among the nations of the 
world?” (Lord Wolseley believed that the 
Chinese were the coming race.) His biographer 
claims that Gordon was the greatest soldier 


that England ever possessed.—Yours, etc.,

Employment Committee, Miss Holmes said 
that organised Labour was tired of the dole. 
What they wanted was work. Derry was 
dying. There was no question of that. They 
saw it every day in the city, and she appealed 
to the Minister of Labour (Mr. J. M. Andrew, 
D.L.), as a member of the Northern Govern- 
ment, if they had not power at present, to do 
anything to stimulate new industries, that 
they should seek wider powers with this ob- 
ject in order to find work for those people who 
were unemployed 
The Minister of Labour said that in regard 
to the distribution of unemployment benefit, 
if they obeyed the dictates of their hearts 
against the wisdom of their heads, the money 
would by now have been exhausted and there 
would be no benefit for anybody. As a matter 
of fact, if Great Britain had not come to their 
rescue there would be very little money for 
anybody at the present time. The contribu- 
tions would have had to be doubled or trebled, 
and the benefits very much curtailed. He had 
no charity fund to administer; many a time 
he wished that he hud. This unemployment 
henefit was not a dole. If he took the advice 
sometimes given him it would be a dole, and 
their people would be reduced to the un- 
enviable position of accepting a dole. 
SHIPYARD WORKERS’ PLIGHT. 
Mr. Breslin pointed to the distress among 
shipyard workers in Londonderry, some of 
whom, he said, were in semi-starvation, and 
asked would it not be possible to do some- 
thing for them to enable them to carry them 
over the coal strike and to provide them with 
finances to.look elsewhere for employment.
